Meredith hna never tried for the quikr-
tor-mile record of 47 4-6 wmeconds made
by M. W, Long, of Columbin University
pnd the New York A. €, In 1000, In 835
while n schoolboy at Mercersburg Acad-
emy, ha eatnblished the present world's
wcholastle record of 48 4-5 seconds, Last
yoar he won the Intercolleglale quarters
mile at Cambridge in 44 2-5, which uatl
this year was his fastest time for
event, .

At this year's Intercolleginte mest on
Frankln Field ho mn the guarter in 48
peconds, equaling the Intercollesiaty rebs
ord hald by (. 1), Neldpath, of Byracuse.

The reason Maredith has never had &
chance to try for the world record Is that
ho hus heretofore always been obliged to
run the guarter in conjunction with the
half, Those who are famliliar with the
Harvard and Peunsylvania tracks bellave
Meredith's chanoes for a record would bs
better here.
